'BOISE — The Idaho Legislature urged 
the state Supreme Court on Monday to re- 
consider a water rights ruling lawmakers 
‘ say'could shut down farming throughout 
. much of.southem Idaho. 

The House rammed through the resolu- 
tion about midday and the Senate followed 
suit without debate several hours later. 

Combined with a similar request ffom 
Gov. Cecil Andrus, it calls on the attorney 
general to ask the high court to reconsider 
its unanimous Feb. 28 decision that many 
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..partment of Water Resources must dis- 
- tribute water strictly in accord with the 
“first in time, first in right” doctrine. 

That means the oldest water rights, pri- 
marily those granted late last century, get 
first priority when supplies arc scarce. 

„__Andrus and. legislative. leaders agrccd.last. 
week to ask the high court to clarify certain 
elements of the ruling. 

The ruling recognized a difference in the 
status of water rights granted prior to a law 
change in 1951, and those that came later.

So far, however, the snow ia melt- 
ing at tin orderly pace os conditions 
remain somewhat dry tmd tempera- 
tures stay on the lower, end of the 
thermometer. 


Specifically, the Susquehanna, 
Delaware, -Hudson-und-Connccticut— 
river basins arc at high risk, Richards 
said. In the upper Midwest, the Red 
River of the North, Jarpes. Big Sioux 
and Minnesota rivers could flood this 
spring, he said. 

The Missouri and Mississippi river 
basins, sites of lost year’s floods, arc 
at lower risk but have the added prob- 
lem of many unrepaired levees. They 
could cause flooding even if rainfall 
is normal, Richards said.

An environmental group said in a 
separate study that the nation’s largest 
cities are using outdated filtration 
technolog y to remove contaminants- 
— from drinking water. 

. “Americans in the 1990s should not 
be relying on turn-of-thc-ccntury 
(drinking water) technology to protect 
them from disease,” said Linda Greer, 
a scientist for the Natural Resources 
Defense Council.

Simplot, others win 
$20 million judgment 


BOISE (AP) — ]The gunfight 
at the OKC corral is over, and 
J.R, won. 

Boise industrialist J.R. Simplot 
and four Other plaintiffs won a 
$20.13 million judgmcht against 
OKC Limited Partnership of 
Dallas, now known as Box 
Energy Carp., said their attorney, 
Richard Greener.

executive. 

The case made its way through 
a federal court in Dallas, leading 
to a jury verdict against the 
defendants in 1992 and a summa- 


ry judgment last Tuesday.' 

“It confirms the verdict, and wc 
are going to move to try to .be a 
part of the management of this 
company, such that it is operated 
for the shareholders' benefit and 
not for anybody else," Hawk 
said. 

•Greener said the plaintiffs 
began acquiring limited partner- 
ship interests in OKC in 1981.

In their duit, they alleged pri- 
mary defendant Cloycc Box 
usurped their business opportuni- 
ties by “taking" -the pipeline that 
belonged to the company.
